He  said  even  though  “the  causes  are 
now  within  us  we  still  do  not  take 
responsibility  for  our  health.” 

Lynch  compared  heart  disease  rates 
of  Nevada,  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
country,  and  Utah,  one  of  the  lowest. 
He  said  that  the  differences  in  the 
statistics  are  the  results  of  the  dif¬ 
ferences  in  the  health  practices  and  in 
the  social  fabric  of  the  two  states. 

Lynch  encouraged  people  to  change 
their  outlook  on  death  and  disease. 

He  said  that  people  hold  myths 
about  disease  which  convince  them 
that  the  responsibility  for  disease  is 
not  within  them.  One  myth  is  that  peo¬ 
ple  are  living  longer  now  than  they 
have  historically.  He  said  the  life  ex- 

sctancy  has  not  actually  changed,
